SECTION A:  GENERAL 
 
This survey area extends from Reference Point 85 at Nassawadox Point to 
Reference Point 86 at Great Neck Point, including the Chesapeake Bay shoreline 
between these two points, Nassawadox Creek (Kelley Cove, Holly Grove Cove, 
Warehouse Creek, and Church Creek), Westerhouse Creek, and all of their 
tributaries. 
 
Land elevations in the area rise fairly close to the shoreline to moderate heights and 
remain uniformly moderate to the outer reaches of the drainage basin.  The 
economy of the area is mainly agricultural except where the population is 
concentrated in portions of the town of Nassawadox and in the communities of 
Jamesville, Hare Valley, Franktown, Middletown, Weirwood, and Birdsnest.  There 
were two significant developments adjacent to the waterfront; Vacluse Shores 
subdivision at the end of State Route 619 on Church Neck Road and Bush Hill at 
the end of State Route 609. 
 
Meteorological data indicated that 9.00” of rain fell during the survey period.  A 
monthly breakdown follows:  May 18-31, 2.15”, June 1-30, 6.17”, and July 1-15, 
0.68”. 
 
Boating activity has decreased from 4 to 3 sources since the last survey.  Animal 
pollution has increased from 14 to 18 sources and industrial wastes have decreased 
from 5 to 3 sources.  There were 2 migrant labor camps and 2 trailer parks found 
within the survey.  There was also 1 sewage treatment facility within the survey 
boundary serving the Northampton-Accomack Memorial Hospital.  Currently there is 
a proposal to update this facility in order to bring public sanitary sewerage to the 
surrounding town of Nassawadox. 
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The current restrictions on shellfish harvesting are Condemned Shellfish Area #48, 
Warehouse Creek, revised 20 May 2003; Condemned Shellfish Area #110, 
Nassawadox Creek, revised 4 August 2004; Condemned Shellfish Area #185, 
Church Creek, revised 20 May 2003; and Condemned Shellfish Area #199, 
Westerhouse Creek, revised 5 December 1995.  Copies of the current 
condemnation notices and maps are attached to the back of this report. 
 
Information in this report is gathered by and primarily for use of the Division of 
Shellfish Sanitation, Virginia Department of Health, in order to fulfill its responsibility 
of shellfish growing area supervision and classification.  However, the data is made 
available to various agencies participating in shellfish program coordination activities 
or other interested parties. 
 
Report copies are provided to the local health department for corrective action of 
deficiencies listed on the summary page in Sections B.2. and B.3. and the 
Department of Environmental Quality for possible action at properties listed on the 
summary page in Sections B.1., C.1., and C.2.  The Division of Soil and Water 
Conservation is provided information on possible sources of animal pollution found 
in Section E. 
 
This report lists only those properties which have a sanitary deficiency or have 
other environmental significance.  “DIRECT” indicates that the significant activity or 
deficiency has a direct impact on shellfish waters.  Individual field forms with full 
information on properties listed in this report are on file in the Richmond Office of 
the Division of Shellfish Sanitation and are available for reference until superseded 
by a subsequent resurvey of the area.

Also located on the property were three above ground fuel 
tanks; one 1000 gallon diesel tank with a physical berm and two 500 gallon 
gasoline tanks without berms.

Business:  gas station.  2 employees.  Located on property were one 500 
gallon diesel fuel tank and one 250 gallon kerosene tank.  The tanks are both 
above ground and bermed.

dumpster site.  No contact.  Located on site were 3 dumpsters, and a small 
recycling center.

Located on site were 3 
dumpsters, and a small recycling center.

One pit privy is provided 
as sanitary facilities and a portable toilet dump station located 30’ from 
Nassawadox Creek at 20’ elevation.  This facility has an exemption to 
provide boat holding tank pump-out facilities and a variance to the 
requirement of sanitary facilities.

No contact.  5 moorings.  Present at time of survey were 2 work boats 
under 26’.  The only boating service provided is an in-out ramp.  There are 
no sanitary facilities, no boat holding tank pump-out facilities and no dump 
station facilities provided at this location. 

 
3. Hideway Development, end of Route 720, Exmore 23350.  Owner:  

Kirkwood & Associates Inc., P.O. Box 750, Exmore 23350.  Private 
community pier.  No contact.  3 moorings.  There were no boats present at 
time of survey.  There are no boating services, no sanitary facilities, no boat 
holding tank pump-out facilities and no dump station facilities provided at 
this location.

2-story with white trim.  Other buildings included a shed and dilapidated 
house. 1 person.  Present at time of survey were 60-65 cattle with direct 
access to Nassawadox Creek.  Manure is collected and spread on fields as 
fertilizer. 

 
6. 5718 Occohannock Neck Road, Exmore 23350.  Dwelling- beige vinyl siding 

1 story with white trim.  No contact.  Present at time of survey were 1 
horse, 2 goats, and 5 Great Danes.  Waste disposal is unknown. 
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8. Pelican Lane, Jamesville 23398.  Agricultural- horse pastures in agricultural 

fields.  Structures include 2 horse stables, 2 silos, and 1 barn.  Present at 
time of survey were 12 horses located 750’ from Nassawadox Creek.  
Waste disposal is unknown. 

 
9. 5061 Salt Works Road, Jamesville 23398.  Dwelling- white vinyl siding 1 

story with white trim and 2 sheds.  1 person.  Present at time of survey 
were 30 chickens and assorted fowl.  Twelve of the chickens are confined to 
a coop, the others are free range.  Waste disposal is unknown. 

 
13. 6684 Occohannock Neck Road, Exmore 23350.  Dwelling- beige vinyl siding 

doublewide house trailer with green shutters.  No contact.  Present at time 
of survey were 13 pigs confined to a pen.  Waste disposal is unknown. 

 
14. 4474 Wardtown Road, Wardtown 23482.  Dwelling- white wood siding 1 

story with brick front.  Other buildings include a chicken coop and a shed.  2 
persons.  Present at time of survey were 35-40 chickens.  Most of the 
chickens are confined to the coop, however a few are free-range.  Waste 
disposal is unknown. 

 
17. 11307 Hadlock Lane, Exmore 23350.  Dwelling- white wood siding 2-story 

with black shutters and chicken coop in backyard.  1 person.  Present at 
time of survey were 43 chickens and 2 ducks confined to coop.  Wastes are 
left in coop. 

 
18. 8098 Sunset Cove Drive, Exmore 23350.  Dwelling- white vinyl siding 2-

story with black shutters.  Other buildings include a white stable and gray 
barn.  No contact.  Present at time of survey were 5 horses confined to 
fenced pastures.  Waste disposal is unknown. 

 
30. 9259 Rogers Drive, Exmore 23350.  Dwelling- white vinyl siding 2-story 

with brown trim and 2-story vinyl siding detached garage.  No contact.  
Present at time of survey were 6 dogs, 1 goat, and 17 chickens.  Waste 
disposal is unknown. 

 
31. 5599 Wardtown Road, Exmore 23350.  Dwelling- white vinyl siding 2-story 

with green trim.  Other buildings include 2 white sheds and 1 white barn in 
backyard.
